Miss Kislingbury may understand what Mr. 
Jones means, but we venture to say that no one 
else can. That: telescopic letter of Miss K., to 
which he refers, which “looked through the physi- 
cal phenomena,” must be as great a novelty as “the 
great event in 1881,” which was “registered in the 
inside of the Great Pyramid before the Mosaic and 
Christian eras had a place in history.” Will some- 
one be good enough to unrayel this tangle of dates, 
of registration and of events, which has been made 
by tuis bewildered admirer of that telescopic letter. 
We confess we cannot.do it, And shall, therefore, 
pass on to the criticism of Mr. Desmond G. Fitz- 
gerald. In his letter, in reply to Miss Kislingbaty, 
he says to the editor of the Spiritualist : 


“Sir :—I wish I had time to answer—as a Spir- 
itualist—Miss Kislingbury’s letter. For I think it 
requires an answer; I think it requires a good deal:

-unuoticed, coming, as it does, from one wlio has 
been considered a representative Spiritualist. * : * 

«I shall simply say, meekly but very earnestly, 
that if Spiritualism—the .experimental proof ol 
our immortality, and of. the probability of holding 
intercourse with those wLe have passed away—if 
this revelation, which bas come to us without any 
regard for human weakness or respect for human 
authority, be a fact. if it be true, then to cast it 
out and tread it under foot, is to insure our own 
condemnation. For,.as Carlyle says, <A fact is a 
divine revelation; and be who acts contrary to it 
sins against God.” And this is the case, whatever 
may be or seems to be, ‘the teachings’ of a fact, the 
consequences of a truth; whether it confirm or 
whether it render ridiculous, the degmas and tra- 
ditions to which the human mind tends to cling. » 

“To my mind, one of the greatest missions of 
Spiritualism, accomplisbed in some measure by 
every truth discovered, is to relieve humanity from 
the frightful nightmares which have oppressed it, 
and under the influence of which it became men- 
tally, and, therefore morally degraded, and soiled 
with all the crimes which have beeu perpetrated in 
the name of religion. One of these nightmares, in 
my opinion, is the idea that almost everything in 


us and about us is ‘Satanic;? that the 
world is ‘Satanic,” that the flesh is 
‘Satanic.’ But what I regard as a medi- 


aevil superstition, Miss Kislingbury evidently. 
pow considers to be a very hallowed religious 
tenant. Inthe mere matter of this difference I 
sbould endeavor to respect her conscientious belief, 
aod I should claim the same respect for mine. "But 
I thiik we both are Spiritualists as well as truth- ; 
seekers, and what light does Spiritualism throw ! 
upon the question at issue: between us? Does it 
give any support to the‘ Satanic’ theory? Does it 
show us our friends who. never overcome the world: 
and the flesh, nor dreamed of. doing SO, worse off 
than the monk or'recluse who did? .Does it not 
rather, while showing us this world as a sphere for 
useful work, as something to be improved by our 
earnest, uuselfish endeavor, and our body asa very 
beautiful piece of work, to be neither despised, tell 
us, with Theodore Parker, that ‘The popular the- 
ology of Christendom, : one of «the many errors 
which man bas cast out: of him,- has much to an- 
swer for? It debases God and-it degradés man. It 
makes us think meanly of ourselves and dreadfully 
of our Creator.” + And if so, if it does not endorse

It is something less than that.” ` e 
Mr. Fitzgerald has barely managed to escape 
falling into the prevailing error in regard to the’ 
nature and relations of Spiritualism as a fact, in 
solving the great pr oblem of human life. It is true, 
as Mr. Fitzgerald ‘states, that Spiritualism is not 
Sa religion,” .nor “the religion.” Neither is it - 
‚all religion.” It bas 
no more to do with religion than has any class of. 
natural phenemena. Spiritualism constitutes a 


class of natural phenomena that are known to be 


the effects of the action of human spirits; or, per- | 

baps, more properly ‘speaking, it is constituted by 
such phenomena. It is not, a thing of itself, but 
simply the designation by which a class of natural 


octurrences are understood when, spoken of. This. . ` 


being the whole purport of the term Spiritualism, . 
‚notbing but confusion can arise when any other 
meaning is attached to it; and especially when it 
is used as implyingany éonnection with, or relation 
to, what is called religion. 

lt has been a matter of perplexity to those who 


have supposed that Spiritualism partook of the Si 


characteristics of religion, that it should have pro- 
gressed so vapidly and broadly as it has done.. That 
perplexity has been quite natural;' for, as a 
religion, it would not, in the nature of things, have * 
gained the foothold it has in the convictions of the | 
public mind. But when the fact is recognized that 
Spiritualism is not a religion dependent upon senti- 
ment, belief or faith for its growth, but an assem- 
blage or class’of natural facts. which constitute it. 
the expression of an especial branch of positive 
knowledge, the perplexity should be that any sane 
or reasonable person can examine its claims to ac-. 
ceptance and reject them. .
